sunk. When no letters were received 
from him his family thought that he 
had sailed on an extended cruise and 
after waiting several months a brother 
wrote the naval authorities at 'Wash- 
ington the latter iepl>mg that he was 
safe aboard ship. After an elapse of 
fceveral more months the brother wrote 
again and received the same reply. 
Not being satisfied with his broth 
er's safety the matter was taken up 
through a different channel and the 
following was received- 
Sir."The chief of bureau directs me to 
acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
September 11, 1918, addressed to the 
cammanding officer, armed guard de- 
tail, Navy Yard, New York and rerer 
icd to this T>ureau foi reply, regarding 
the present whereabouts of jour son. 
Jospeh W. Plaine. 
"An examination of the records of 
men in the naval service disclose the 
enlistment of one Joseph Wellington 
Plaine on June G, 1917 "at Cincinnati, 
as apprentice seaman.

is the provision for mobility of its 
guns and garrison. 
The outlying forts have been con- 


nected bv a great system of roads 
and railroads, whereby men and artil- 
lery can be quickly concentrated at 
any threatened point. Heavy guns 
are mounted on railroad carriages, and 
their positions can lie quickly changed 
to deceive an enemy who might get 
their range. Doubtless camouflage has 
also been brought into play. 


Curiously, however, tiie American 


army is the best cquipncu, outside the 
French, for the capture ot Metz. The 
fortress and surrounding countiy have 
been made a basis of study at the 
United States war college for many 
j ears.

of war material also is increasing. 


The salient driven Into the Bulgarian 
lines at Sokol has been widened until 
now the allies are advancing on a front 
of nearly 50 miles, stretching from east 
of Monastir to the Vardar. When they 
reached the Vardar the Serbians weie 
able to cut the railway running south 
toward Saloniki and only communica 
tion line of the Bulgarians in the region 
of Lake I>oiran. On the western flank 
the Serbs have pushed to the highest 
point of the mountain region in the 
upper part of the Cerna l>cml and cut 
the railway from Gradsko. southeast of 
Uskub to Prilep. the base of the Ger- 
man army operating: north and north- 
east of Monaslir. 


By cutting the railway lines the 


Serbs have placed two large army forces 
in great peril. The Bulgarians around 
l.»oiran -might retire northeastward over 
the mountains in Bulgaria, or north 
along the Vardar. 
British and Greek 


troops arc opposing them on the south. 
The Serbs could, however, by crossing 
in force to the east of the Vardar. cut 
on" the l>est means of retreat.

The first section of this constitution, 


dealing with the organization of such 
a league, says "Any sovereign state 
can enter the league, which shall be 
considered to have been formed when 
the following powers are among those 
who have announced adherence: "Ger- 
many, Great Britain, France, United 
States and Russia." The Hague would 
be the seat of the league and there the 
international bureau would conduct its 
business. Each state, with the approval 
of its parliament, would appoint one 
delegate.

representatives of the federated powers.

Figures showing the annual ex- 
penditure for armament, the number 
of troops under arms, war materials in 
hand and the number of warships in 
commission 
would be communicated 


annually to The Hague bureau, which 
would publish them. The constitution 
provides for economic equality and for 
the principle of the open door, all mem- 
bers of the league granting each other 
most favored nation treatment. 


For the first decade the foundation 


of the league each state's surplus of 
raw materials would be divided between 
the other federal states, according to 
a standard to be agreed upon. 
This 


would be irrespective of the imports of 
the year, the output and the 
special 


needs of individual states due to the 
war. 


Members of the league would recog- 


nize freedom 
of the seas. Straits, 
canals and connecting seas, both banks 
of which are not in possession of the 
same federal state would be interna- 
tionalized and fortifications 
retained, 


guarded by a command consisting of 
contingents from 
all the 
federated 
states and commanded in rotation ev- 
ery. three years by a delegate of the 


the neutralized state. Ships of the fed- 
erated states and their cargo would be 
treated in each state like its own.

league's executive department provides

tion of the offender by closing frontiers 
to imports, exports, postal and railroad

Germany In Wartime. 


While the German people have al- 


ways been In thorough accord with the 
kaiser's ambitious project which Is so 
significantly described by the popular 
slogan: "Deutschland uber allesl" 
when the great war, which was to 
achieve Germany's aims, commenced. 
It came almost as much as a surprise 
to the Germans us it was to the rest of, 
the world. They knew It was Inevi- 
table and they looked forward eagerly 
to "Der Tag," but when It arrived the 
bustle and excitement, not to say 
, panic, which developed 
throughout 


Germany was so pronounced that la 
gome cases It approached the ludicrous. 


Obviously the people were kept la 


Ignorance of the plans of their war 
barons In order that hostilities might 
come as a complete surprise to them 
and give color to the government's 
contention that the war was forced 
upon Germany. 


So little thought did we give to the 


complexities of the political situation 
that on Friday, July 31, 1914, my wife 
and I started off on a motor trip. We 
had heard so many rumors of war 
within the previous ten years that we 
snw no reason why an amicable solu- 
tion should not again be found as It 
had always been before. 


On our way out the Charlottenburger 


Chaussee we passed the kaiser and the 
kaiserin driving to Berlin from Pots- 
dam at about sixty miles an hour, and 
there were other indications of ac- 
tivity, but we attached little Impor- 
tance to them.

was a hot August night and the lack 
of ventilation was most oppressive. 


Our compartment was crowded with 


officers on their way to Join their regi- 
ments and very grand and Important 
they felt In their new field-gray uni- 
forms which may have long been put 
away In moth balls for just this oppor- 
tunity, but which took the German peo- 
ple as well as the allies completely by 
surprise. 


At Naumberg, which Is about half- 


way between Frankfort and Berlin, a 
company of soldiers boarded the train 
and guarded the corridors while a non- 
commissioned officer questioned the 
passengers. 


My wife, who was asleep In a cor- 


ner of the coupe 1, was the only wom- 
an In the compartment. Believing that 
her sleep might be feigned and she 
might, In fact, be a man in woman's 
clothing, the officer yelled at her: 
"Where are you going?" Her Ameri- 
can accent, revealed when she an- 
swered him, Incensed him the more 
and he demanded angrily: "What right 
have you to use this train? Where Is 
your passport?" 


By that time I had produced all the 


papers of Identification I could find and 
tried to tell him that my wife and I 
were returning to our home In Berlin, 
but he was too excited to listen and 
would have dragged us off the train 
had not an 'officer, with whom I had 
been talking en route, intervened and 
said: "I shall make myself personally 
responsible for these people." I was 
clad I had admired bis new uniform.
